courts,  a  weight  room,  and  an 
elevated  jogging  track.

In  late  May  and  early  June,  tens  of  thousands  of  Chinese  prodemocracy  protestors  gathered  in  Tianmen  Square  in  Beijing  to 
seek  political  change.

Political  problems  In  the  Middle  East  continued  this  year.  Problems  between  Arabs  ajid  Israelis  continued  and  the  factions  with 
the  Arab  population  made  Beirut  a  constant  war  zone. 


Jennifer  Casolo,  a  worker  for  the  Christian  Education 
Seminars,  was  arrested  in  El  Salvador  for  allegedly  hiding 
an  arsenal  of  weapons  in  her  yard.  After  extensive  media 
coverage  and  pleas  from  the  U.S.  Attorney  General  she  was 
freed  on  December  13,  1989. 


It  was  the  worst  oil  spill  In  history.  The  Alaska  oil  spill  occurred  on 
March  24.  1 989  when  the  oil  tanker  Exxon  Valdez  ran  aground  In 
Prince  William  Sound.  A  total  of  1 1  million  gallons  of  crude  oil 
covered  the  area  and  created  an  environmental  nightmare.

At  5:04  p.m.  on  October  17,  the  earth  shook  in  northern  California.  An  earthquake  that  measured  7.0  on  the  Richter  Scale  destroyed 
parts  of  Oaklnd  and  San  Francisco  and  surrounding  areas.  More  that  60  were  killed,  hundreds  were  iniured  and  the  damage  topped 
$2  billion. 


Hurricane  Hugo  swept  through  the  Caribbean  and  slowly  made  its  way  to  the  coast  of  the  United  States.  It  hit  Charleston.  S.C.  where 
the  135  m.p.h.  winds  caused  billions  of  dollars  in  damage.

The  $530  million  Stealth  Bomber  made  its  debut  this  year  to  the  rave  reviews  of  the  Pentagon.  However,  its  many  critics  say  the 
plane,  although  difficult  to  detect  by  radar,  is  too  expensive. 


It  was  a  long  trip  —  4.4  billion  miles  that  took  12  years  —  but 
Voyager  2  arrived  over  the  planet  Neptune  in  August.  It  was  a 
scientist  dream-come-true.  Volumes  of  scientific  information  and 
thousands  of  photographs  were  sent  back  to  Earth.
